I told P-62 ho vould bo oontaotod vhon a dooiolon vao roaohod ao to 
vhothor or not hlo oervioeo oould bo utilised* 







Slnoo It vao determined by 100-1 to drop Load booauoo of hlo 
involvement vith BVP, Z oontaotod P-62 on 11 and 13 May 63 to Inform him 
that vo oould not utllloo hlo aerrloeo, and aloe to loan vhy ho had 

requested a mooting vith mo* 



Paring our mooting on 11 May 63» P-62 otatod that ho had olgnod a 
Soorooy Agroomoat vith "01AILZB” on 6 May 63* P-62 vould not rovoal 

tho oontonto of tho agreement, but said that it vao olallar to tho ono 
ho olgnod for mo* 

On 7 May 63 P-62 tolophoaod Major PKAIXXL at tho U.S* Conoulato In 
MUHICH and aakod If Mr* MltTZX vould oontaot him* P-62 vantod to knov 
vhat hlo otatuo vao vith uo nov that ho had olgnod an agrooaont vith 
"CHASLIS** Vhon I aakod him vhy ho had olgnod tho agrooaont vith 
"CHABLIS” , P-62 retorted! "You told ao to oooporato vith them, and I 
oouldn't rofuoo by tolling 01ABLIX Z had already olgnod vith you*" 

P-62 vould not aaover ay opoolflo questions about "CHARLIE" or' tho 
Soorooy Agrooaont ho signed, but told mo that Z had never given him any 
aaouranoo ho vould vork for uo* Bo then aakod mo If vo wore going to 
uoo him* 

Slnoo P-62 mao roluotant to aaover my questions about M CMABLZX M , 

I dooldod to delay giving him a d efinite aaover , hoping that Z oould 
got him to talk labor* Z told P-62 I vould moot him on 13 May 63, 
after hlo ooheduled mooting vith "CIA1LIB", at vhloh time Z vould glvo 
him a dooiolon oemeemiag hlo future employment vith uo* 

Z aakod P-62 vhat vao "CHAXLZX'o" names ho oald "CHARLIE" had 
never told him* but ho had loaned hlo name* 



Vhon Z aakod hov ho loaned CHAlLZB'o name, ho oald ho eav.lt vhon 
they both olgnod the Soorooy Agrooaont* P-62 rofuood to toll mo tho 
name* saying Z told him "they" mere okay and on tho eame aide (Vooton 
Intelllgenoe) against Communion*

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M2 stated that ha and HSRQMAIV Aid act go toTIBOL, AUSTRIA on 
14 April 6) (previously reported in OR #2) ee planned beoauee P-42 Aid 
not have a pernit (visa) to enter AUSTRIA* 

I asked if he had learned why N CH4RLIS N did not shov for their 
scheduled aeetiny in MfllCHER-PASIRO on 16 Karoh 63, sinoe P-62 vae 
pussled ae to CHARLIE'S abeenoe at that tine* P-62 aorely stated that 
CHARXJX vae buoy end oould not sake the aeetiny* (Ref CR #2) 

"CHARLIE" asked P-62 to try and renov his IRAQI passport* P-62 
told hia that to ask for a renewal of his IRAQI passport vould bo a 
aoekery and he would aot atteapt suoh a thlay* "CHARLIE" then said he 
would think of soaethiaff but that he vould prefer for P-62 to obtain 
a passport other than a Oemaa one* "CH4RLIE" has’ again told P-62 he 
vaato hia to go to a HISPXJ XASTSRV oountry, but did not state vhere 
or when* He further told P-62 that he vould have to reooive traininy* . 

P-62 still soatiaaes his Oeraan lessons vith "CHARLIE"* Aooordiay 
to P-62, "CHARLIE" speaks about 2$ languages* Oeraan, English, Russian, 
Prenoh, Italian, Spanish, Portayeee, Pulyariaa, Serbo-Croatian, Albanian, 
Turkish and others whisk he eould ast reaeaber, but "OHARLIE" did not 
speak Arabia* 

P-62 is of the opinion that "OHARLIE" does aot work at a regular 
Job sinoe "6X1RLIX" asatloned on several oooasloas that he leaves his 
house in the aoraiays at either 0900 sr 1000 hours* 

I asked P-62 about his trip froa BAGHDAD to MUVICH sinoe the dates 
in his passport wore aot ia ayreeaeat vith the dates he had given ae 
previously* P-62 stated he left BAGHDAD on 28 Septeabor 62, arrived 
in ISTABBUL 29 Septeaber .62 (flying through aidnight 26 Septeaber 62) 
reaained there for four days (29, 30 8ept and 1, 2 Oot 62) and then flev 
to MUHXCH, stopping in VXXRIA for about one hour to ohanye pianos* P-62 
said he didn't reaeaber exaotly vhea he arrived** MURICH and apparently 
aade a ai stake when he told ae he had arrived in MUHICH on 4 Oot 62* 

(His passport Indies tos he arrived in I8TA1BUL on 29 8ep 62 and departed 
2 Oot 62)* X didn't pursue this ewbieot any further* 

P-62 stated that he has aot seen KOMRAD, HELMUT (LOTHAR ORXIL) or 
EDWIV SYOBGDtA eiaoo our last aeetiay but does see BEROMARI on oooasions* 
He said ha had seen LOU 8YOB0DA onoe, and that she vas badly bruised 
froa a beating iaflleted by her hus ba nd EDVII BYOBOOA* She visits hia 
onoe a veek, but oho will obtain a divoroe* 

- P-62 stated that he did aot like "CHARLIE", but vould give no 
reason for this stateaent, saying that he juet didn't like "then" and 
would rather work for as* 
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I then put tvo hypothetical questions to P-62 to ••• what hi* 
r.eaotion would bo la order to aake a better psychological evaluation of 
hie attitude. I explained to P-62 that these wore hypothstioal questions 
and not aotual suggestions of ay intentions*

- I refrained froa answering P-62's last question, stating that these 
were just abstract questloas aad that Z was not suggesting a proposal, 
but that Z aeroly wanted to know what his answers would be* 

I then changed the subject and started asking P-62 about his f sally 
(he has reoeiwed oorrespoadenoe only froa his parents in IRAQ since our 
last aeetiag), aad hie girl friends in GERMAVY. 

In ooaoludlag our aeetiag Z told P-62 that we eould aot utilise 
his serwioes aad that he was free to work for "CHARLIE"* I told P-4>2 
that if he were ewer asked about being in oontaot with Aaerioaae he 
should tell then that he has beea, aad that he was debriefed on (PZ) 
military information such as he provided Mr* HERXASV* 

His reaction to this suggestion was that he doesn't want to tell 
"thea" anything about his ooataots with the Aaerioaae* P-62 reiterated 
that he has not told "then" about his oontaots with us, and he doesn't 
think that "CHARLIE" and the others are knowledgeable* 

P-62 stated he wanted to see WEAVER OLATHE (Geraan professor in 
BAGHDAD) when he oeaes to KDVICH in July 63 , beoause he likes hia* 

Again P-62 said he didn't dare for "CKA1LI1" and would prefer to work 
for us, but was sorry we could net use hia*

During this oontaot with P-62, he was lose oooperatire than in the 
past? and aore ewasiwe, particularly with reaps ot to questions oonoeralng 
"CHARLIE" • P-62 expressed curiosity as to ay Interest in "CHARLIE", 

especially in view of ay telling P-62 we were not going to eaploy hia 
and the faot that Z told P-62 that "CHARLIE" was "alright", aad also 
represented Western Intelligence* 
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It is quits apparent that M2 is an opportunist sad is still 
looking for tbs "boot deal” for personal reasons. 

It is felt that M2 detested (perhaps froa ay aanner of questioning) 
that I was not going to hire hia before I had informed hia of this. 

This faotor oould haws iaflueaeed his unoooperatiTeness in answering 
ay questions* 

Termination of M2 was aoooapliehed in a friendly manner and he 
expressed gratitude for our offer of eoeistaaoo and oonsideration for 
employment* 

I informed M2 that if we were erer to moot nooidentally, be it
